Here, Joe writes about his trip to The Emirates 
last weekend. 

The poor, the bad and downright ugly 

THE fourth goal goes in and it’s all over. The game 
is lost, the script is written, and we’re only 37 min¬ 
utes into the match. 

That sadly sums up my day at The Emirates, a 
day that promised so much but that delivered so 
very little. 

The day had started with much optimism, a hearty 
breakfast in one hand and a confident pride that 
we could take on the big guns and do what many 
said couldn’t be done. 

We had almost done it twice before, after all. 

The beautiful play showcased at St Mary’s just a 
few weeks previous had proven Southampton 
could match the likes of Manchester United. 

The likes of Adam Lallana, Nathaniel Clyne and 
even Jason Puncheon made the Red Devils look 
decidedly ordinary. 

As we all know, football can be a cruel game. 

There would be no Hollywood ending that time 
around. 

But maybe those scriptwriters had other plans. 

Maybe, as in Rocky II, after narrowly being 
defeated our heroes could rise to the top and be 
the best... well, at least for a day. 

It seems those scriptwriters took the day off 
because our plucky underdog triumph story quickly 
turned in to a horror episode that would make The 
Exorcist look like a Saturday morning cartoon.

After giving Arsenal the freedom of the park, and 
showing a severe lack of defensive determination 
and awareness, Southampton found themselves 
being hurried and harassed for balls they usually 
play with such confidence. 

One of the lowlights of the day, for which there 
are many, was seeing Lucas Podolski muscle off 
not one but two defenders and then, to my horror, 
see the ball nestle in our own goal. 

To make matters worse, I discover that it was in 
fact Jos Hooiveld deflecting the ball into the net. 
with what otherwise would have been a perfectly 
respectable finish from close range. 

There are at least a few crumbs of comfort. 

Danny did at least prove to be the Fox in the box, 
scoring his first goal in the red-and-white ranks, 
capitalising on what was without doubt dreadful 
goalkeeping. 

Nigel Atkins’ men should be commended for their 
resolve in the second half, showing some attacking 
intent. 

In no small part thanks to new signing Gaston 
Ramirez, who linked up well with the players 
around him. A preview, we hope, of things to come. 

Despite the abject performance from the starting 
11, there was one man who can hold his head 
high. 

That was none other than 17-year-old James 
Ward-Prowse who, while chaos unfolded around 
him, showed remarkable calm on the ball. 

Barely putting a foot wrong, he is almost certainly 
one to watch. 

If the last few games have taught us anything, it’s 
that there are sure to be highs, lows and much in 
between. It’s safe to say that football this season, 
as a song once said, will provide ‘a roller coaster 
kind of rush’. 






It’s been a week where, if 
we’re honest, Saints have 
taken a bit of a battering 
both on and off the pitch. 

Losing 6-1 at Arsenal was way 
beyond what any of us had 
expected. 

Battling defeats against 
Manchester City and United 
had given us hope that, despite 
the obvious gulf in experience 
and, indeed, class, Saints had 
enough talent and spirit to sur¬ 
vive in this league. 

A comprehensive defeat at 
The Emirates has put a massive 
dent in our confidence. 

It didn’t take long for the 
‘Adkins out’ brigade to show 
their colours and break rank. 

In no time at all, the likes of 
Harry Redknapp and Rafa 
Benitez were mentioned as pos¬ 
sible targets as the tabloid 
media went into overdrive. 

It may just be me, but what 
sort of world do we live in 
where any Saints fan could 
possibly think of accepting 
Redknapp back at this club? 

I’m currently in Leeds and it’s 
interesting to see how folk 
north of the M27 view the rival¬ 
ry between us and the rabble 
down the road. 

It would seem that no matter 
what team you support or 
where you are, there are cer¬ 
tain boundaries you just don’t 
cross. 

Going from one rival to anoth¬ 
er is one of those boundaries. 

I’m not so naive or foolish to 
expect loyalty from foot¬ 
ballers/managers these days. 

Football is a business and 
often the move from one club to 
another can be just too tempt¬ 
ing. 

When you’re not a fan of that 
club, it’s virtually impossible to 
expect the same level of loyalty 
you would get from a fan. 

I get that. 

What I don’t get is any Saints 
fan contemplating Redknapp 
back at this club. For me it’s 
tantamount to your wife leav¬ 
ing you for your best friend, 
rubbing your nose in it and 
then, when she’s been dumped 
and then dumped again, knock¬ 
ing on your door expecting to 
be taken back... without actual¬ 
ly apologising. 

What Redknapp did was just 
about the worst thing any man¬ 
ager can do. 

As a neutral, I looked at Alex 
McLeish and how he jumped 
ship from Birmingham to 
Aston Villa and felt a similar 
twinge of disappointment. 

There was a manager who had 
it all; yes, he’d taken 
Birmingham down but he’d 
also won them their first bit of 
silverware in ages. 

He would no doubt be given 
time and a decent 
Championship budget to take 
them back up again and cer¬ 
tainly had the backing of the 
fans. 

Just why he’d left City for 
Villa will remain one of life’s 
great mysteries. 

The same can’t be said of 
Redknapp as he’d won nothing 
and had virtually talked us 
down all that season, but the 
fans had faith that he could 
take us back up. To leave us to 


rejoin Pompey was unforgiv¬ 
able. 

To keep them up, after taking 
us down, just rubbed lemon 
juice on the paper cut. 

In my own, very humble opin¬ 
ion, I’d rather see Saints rele¬ 
gated under Adkins than kept 
up under Redknapp. 

You may think me slightly 
bonkers but that’s how I feel. 

In Nigel Adkins, we’ve found 
the right man for this club. 

Everything about him just 
seems right to me. It’s a case of 
right place, right time, right 
man. 

Are we really that shallow 
and desperate for “success” 
that we’d contemplate dumping 
him at the first sign of failure? 

I may be way off the mark, 
and may well spark of a flurry 
of letters from Saints fans 
across the land, but I’m just not 


sure I’d feel that getting rid of 
Nigel Adkins is the honourable 
thing to do. 

I may be stark raving mad to 
even contemplate relegation 
rather than staying up under 
Redknapp, but that’s just me. 

We’ve had the most remark¬ 
able ride on Nigel’s bus: we’ve 
seen the best football in years at 
St Mary’s, watching Saints win 
silverware (without owing the 
taxpayers to do so) and sweep 
to two astonishing promotions 
in successive seasons. 

It’s been an absolute blast and 
I know I’m not overstating this 
when I say that I’ve not seen 
Saints so dominant and so styl¬ 
ish in achieving all this. 

I’m not going to soil those 
memories by discarding Adkins 
at the first opportunity. 

When Liverpool were alleged¬ 
ly looking at Adkins as their 


manager, Saints fans in their 
thousands wailed that he was 
our manager and how he would 
be loyal to us. 

He was. 

Now, after a start that by any¬ 
one’s stretch of the imagination 
is daunting, his ability is being 
questioned. 

Manchester City, Manchester 
United and Arsenal in our first 
four games, what were we 
thinking? 

Mid table? Six points? One 
point? Any points?

EASTLEIGH have a new manag¬ 
er, but they may have to find a 
new home too if they are to ful¬ 
fil their potential. 

Ten Acres Holdings, which has 
owned the Stoneham Lane site for 
25 years, put the land up for sale at 
£2m earlier this year and had 
hoped to sell it to the football club 
to ensure it remains their home as 
it has been since 1957. 

But no agreement has been forth¬ 
coming and Spitfires owner 
Stewart Donald believes the time 
has come to look elsewhere. 

Writing in last Saturday’s match- 
day programme Donald told fans: 
“Off the field, we have been work¬ 
ing hard to try and reach an agree¬ 
ment to acquire the freehold on the 
Silverlake.

The ground will be one of the 
issues discussed as, no doubt, will 
be the arrival of Richard Hill, who 
has replaced Ian Baird at the man¬ 
agerial helm. 

Hill, pictured above, got his reign 
off to a glorious start last Saturday, 
guiding the Spitfires to a 4-2 home 


win over Maidenhead United 
which brought an end to their 
three-match losing streak. 

It marked the start of a busy first 
week for Oxfordshire-based Hill, 
who will be working closely with 
Donald to help the Spitfires achieve 
their dream of Conference National 
and, ultimately, League football. 

As a former Football League play¬ 
er and assistant manager to John 
Gregory, among others, 48-year-old 
Hill has worked with an array of 
professional clubs and describes 
Donald as a “new-style owner”.

Nolan grabs Hamble chance with both hands 


GE HAMBLE boss Dave 
Lewis has described the 
emergence of young mid¬ 
fielder Pip Nolan as 
‘refreshing’. 

Due to injury and unavail¬ 
ability, the Planemakers 
have had to make full use 
of their squad already this 
term - and young Nolan 
has seized his chance with 
both hands. 

“Pip’s a local lad who’s 
been at the club for a cou¬ 
ple of years now,” said 
Lewis. 

“He’s always been one 
we’ve had an eye on. We 
knew he would come 
through.” 

Although Nolan’s 
Sydenhams Wessex poten¬ 
tial has long been evident, 
he has had to bide his time 


waiting for his first-team 
break with the Premier 
Division title chasers. 

“Where our remit was to 
try and win the league, it 
was difficult for any young 
lad to get in the side,” 
Lewis explained.

The young lads 
lack experience, but then 
how do they get that expe¬ 
rience if you don’t play 
them? 

“But Pip’s got his chance 
due to unavailability and he 
hasn’t looked out of place 
at all.” 

Nolan is not the only 
young gun putting pres¬ 


sure on Hamble’s more 
experienced players. 

Lewis is also backing 
Rickii Sibley, Matt Graham 
and Alex Sheath to make 
an impact in the senior 
ranks this term. 

“All four have got a place 
in the dressing room now 
and the other lads recog¬ 
nise what good players 
they are,” he said. 

“Hamble have always 
been keen to include local 
lads and keep a local iden¬ 
tity.

IT is hard to recall many months in 
Hampshire’s history more triumphant 
than September 2012. 

A season that began as one of transition 
ended with Hampshire celebrating a historic 
limited-overs double and the start of work on 
the final stage of the Ageas Bowl’s redevel¬ 
opment. 

The deal with Eastleigh Borough Council 
was completed during the last match of the 
season at The Ageas Bowl, allowing work on 
the hotel to finally get under way. 

It has taken time and suffered no shortage 
of setbacks but there is little doubt that the 
rebuilding process is well ahead of schedule 
on the pitch. 

No-one expected the Royals to win two of 
the three trophies available to them when 
the season began. 

Having culled their squad at the end of last 
season by releasing former captain Dominic 
Cork amongst others, this was supposed to 
be a year of consolidation for Hampshire’s 
squad. 

An appearance at Finals Day or Lord’s 
would have been a bonus, but to get to both 
and win both domestic finals was a stagger¬ 
ing achievement. 

Much credit should go to Hampshire man¬ 
ager Giles White and the respective captains, 
Jimmy Adams and Dimi Mascarenhas, for 
the way they led the Royals, in the limited- 
overs competitions. 

Winning two of the three available trophies 
was a stunning achievement. 

That trio maximised the talent at their dis¬ 
posal and showed what could be achieved 
with a focused and united squad. 

Hampshire had every ingredient needed 
for the perfect team; fine leadership, the opti¬ 
mum blend of youth and experience and 
bundles of desire, energy, mental strength 
and talent. 

But rewind to June and the portents were 
not so good. 

The abandonment of Hampshire’s opening 
t20 game at Sussex was followed by two 
home defeats in three days against 
Middlesex and Kent. 

Glenn Maxwell was the catalyst for 
Hampshire’s season, hitting the county’s 
fastest two t20 fifties, from 22 and 21 balls at 
Canterbury and Chelmsford, as they won 
three away games within a week. 

This summed up Hampshire’s season as 
they began their three knock-out t20 games 
as underdogs, as well as the semi-final and 
final of the CB40. 

The t20 quarter-final success against 
Nottinghamshire at Trent Bridge was one of 
several epic encounters. 

Requiring 100 from the last ten overs, with 
five wickets already lost, was a huge ask.

But Neil McKenzie’s masterful 79 not out, 
Liam Dawson’s sparkling 30 and Dimi 
Mascarenhas’s crucial, unbeaten 19 saw 
Hampshire win off the final ball under the 
Trent Bridge floodlights. 

A month later, Yorkshire were beaten in 
the final after another thrilling last over that 
began with the Tykes needing 14. 

Chris Wood, Hampshire’s baby-faced death 
bowler, did the rest. 

Three weeks later, the CB40 final was simi¬ 
larly dramatic. 

Having made another nonsense of their 
underdog status in beating Sussex by eight 
wickets in the semi-final at Hove, the Royals 
overcame Warwickshire amidst incredible 
scenes at Lord’s. 

Somehow, Hampshire won on fewer wick¬ 
ets lost after Warwickshire failed to score 
the seven they needed against Kabir Ali. 

What a way to finish the season! 

With the scores level, Kabir produced the 
most important dot ball of his Royals career 
with what may have been his last delivery 
for Hampshire. 

Neil Carter, who was definitely playing his 
last game for Warwickshire, must have 
thought he had done the hard bit when he 
guided the penultimate ball to the cover 
boundary. 

No-one who was there will forget the 
scenes that followed. 

Next year, promotion in the Championship 
should be as high on Hampshire’s list of pri¬ 
orities as more limited-overs success, follow¬ 
ing this year’s fourth place. 

Hampshire lost 110 overs to rain this sea¬ 
son, equivalent to around a whole day plus 
an hour of rain for every four-day match. 

They still completed the double against 
Glamorgan and beat Essex in a one-innings 
thriller at Chelmsford, before beating 
Northants by eight wickets after being out¬ 
played for three days. 

Those were Hampshire’s only wins in the 
longer form. 

But even a Championship campaign that 
ended in mid-table was the best possible 
result for this Hampshire side, which will be 
more ready for the rigours of division one 
this time next year. 

For now, the Champions League beckons. 

It will be a surprise if Hampshire do not do 
very well and at least match Somerset’s 
achievement of last year by reaching the 
semi-finals. 

The treble is on.

HAMPSHIRE have become one of the 
top four counties of all time in terms of 
winning one-day silverware. 

Victory in the 2012 CB40 final 
against Warwickshire at Lord’s was 
the county’s 11th one-day cricket 
trophy. 

They have now won the same 
number of one-day titles as 
Warwickshire and Kent with 
Lancashire well out in front with 16 
one-day trophies - of which half 
were won in the 1990s and none 
since 1999. 

Hampshire have now tasted 
Lord’s final success six times. 

They won the now defunct 
Benson & Hedges Cup in 1988 and 
1992, and the NatWest Trophy in 
1991. 

A 13-year trophy drought was 
ended in 2005 when the Royals 
won the C & G Trophy, and they 
also won its successor, the Friends 
Provident Trophy, four years later. 

Hampshire have also won the t20 
Cup twice in the last three sea¬ 
sons. 

The county’s first three one-day 
wins were in the John Player 
Sunday League, English cricket’s 
first 40-over league competition. 

Hampshire won it in 1975, 1978 
- on run rate after Somerset lost 
their last game by two runs 
against Essex - and 1986.

Wrong for KP to remain in cold 


YOU have to wonder whether we will 
ever see Kevin Pietersen playing for 
England again. 

The batsman was left out of the squad 
to tour India this winter, and that may 
well push him towards becoming the 
mega-rich freelance cricketer he could 
easily become. 

Of course we are not privileged to all 
the conversations that have taken place 
behind closed doors, but so much of 
this summer’s Pietersen saga has been 
played out in public it’s not too hard to 
put the pieces together. 

For Adam Rant’s money, the EBC may 
have just made a major error. 

Their stand over Pietersen during the 
summer was justified. 


They were right to not pander to his 
demands as he changed his mind over 
his availability, and to take a hard line 
over the texting to South Africa players 
during a Test match. 

But he has been pretty repentant of 
late and has made it clear that he wants 
to play for England. 

That has taken a bit of pride swallow¬ 
ing on his behalf. 

The ECB had to consider whether 
Pietersen had been contrite enough to 
get back in and what his presence, or 
absence, from the dressing room may 
do. 

On the first count he seems to have 
said sorry, and if he has genuine con¬ 
cerns over other things going on he is 


quite correct to raise them. 

On the second, ideally you want a 
united dressing room but his absence 
makes England likely to lose the series, 
possibly heavily, and what does that do 
for team spirit? 

These are not easy calls, but it just 
seemed that the time was right to draw 
a line under it and move on. 

Perhaps the ECB want to prove a 
point, to try and force Pietersen to 
change his plans, to ditch some lucra¬ 
tive tournaments in order to play county 
cricket and persuade them he really 
wants to come back. 

But that is asking a lot. 

There is getting somebody to swallow 
their pride, to come back cap in hand, 


and then there is risking pushing them 
over the edge. 

Pietersen is a wonderful batsman, 
even if he does seem from a distance a 
complicated character who can be too 
volatile and egotistical for his own good 
at times. 

Maybe, though, it’s those qualities 
that fire him to such greatness. 

It just felt like the perfect time for both 
sides to make concessions and make 
this happen. 

Now it hasn’t, can you really blame for 
Pietersen if he decides to take the 
money elsewhere? 

If that happens then both Pietersen 
and England have lost out, and what a 
terrible state of affairs that would be. 



THERE is something that is always 
slightly sickening about hearing of 
a boxer coming out of retirement. 

It really is a sport where you are best 
to stay out when you get out. 

Most boxers usually decide to hang up 
their gloves for all the right reasons - 
they’ve enjoyed the best days of their 
careers, they’ve earned all they should 
from it and they want to escape before 
they get hurt. 

They usually come back for all the 
wrong reasons. 

Normally it’s for the money, or per¬ 
haps they just haven’t been able to fill 
that void in their lives the sport has left 
and are desperately trying to regain 
what they once had. 

Very few ever make a particularly suc¬ 
cessful return. 

So it was with a heavy heart that Adam 
Rant learned of Ricky Hatton’s decision 
to return to the ring. 

Hatton, pictured, is a legend in British 
boxing, a two-weight world champion 
whose place in history is assured. 

But his day has been, he did escape 
with money in the bank, his health still 
intact and a legacy too. 

That is really all you could ask for, so 
why on earth come back? 

Surely he hasn’t spent all that money 
already, so it can only be to fill that 
sporting void. 

Since giving up boxing, Hatton has had 
well documented problems away from 
the ring. 

It is again a sad example of a sportsman 
just not able to cope in the outside world. 

When you are a professional sportsper- 
son your day is structured for you. 

Your life is one of discipline and sacri¬ 
fice. 


Even for Hatton, notorious for letting 
his hair down for weeks at a time after 
fights, he was soon whipping himself 
back into shape ready for the next con¬ 
test. 

When that is taken away it leaves a 
massive hole. 

Nobody says these guys shouldn’t miss 
it, that it isn’t hard, but retired is the 
best way to be for a 33-year-old boxer 
who took some sickening punches in 
his last fight against Manny 
Pacquaio. 

As much as Hatton wouldn’t 
wanted to have retired on a 
loss, the time was right to 
get out before any serious 
damage was done. 

Unless he is intent on 
knocking over a few 
bums - and that has 
never been Hatton’s 
way, the warrior that 
he is - then he is tak¬ 
ing big risks. 

It’s hard to see in 
terms of legacy 
what fights he can 
honestly get and 
win at this stage 
that will enhance 
him in the eyes of 
boxing fans. 

Of course it’s 
Ricky Hatton’s 
life and Ricky 
Hatton’s deci¬ 
sion, but despite 
having enjoyed 
his career and 
some great fights 
Adam Rant cannot find any 
reason to cheer this return to 
the ring.

Stars upstaged by £300m 
Ferrari 250 GTO parade 


A CAPPED and tracked 146,000 
motor sport enthusiasts and 
retro-fashion fans flocked to last 
weekend’s 15th Goodwood 
Revival to join in the fun and cel¬ 
ebrations at the world’s largest 
historic motor race meeting. 

The Revival is firmly established as 
a ‘must attend’ event, drawing enthu¬ 
siasts and teams from around the 
world, the vast majority of spectators 
dressed in their finest 1940s, 1950s 
and 1960s fashions, with tweed jack¬ 
ets and pleated skirts abounding in 
the early autumn sunshine. 

On the track, a daily parade of cars 
associated with the distinguished 
motor racing career of American dri¬ 
ver and team owner Dan Gurney was 
held, culminating in a colourful trib¬ 
ute to the great man on Sunday, with 
Lord March paying tribute, as the 
marching band played, Gurney cars 
formed-up on the Goodwood grid, 
American Mustang aircraft dis¬ 
played overhead, and fireworks and 
tickertape flew. 

The 50th anniversaries of two icon¬ 
ic sports cars were marked by 
Goodwood, with a daily parade of 
£300m worth of Ferrari 250 GTOs, 
plus a dedicated Shelby Cup race, 
consisting entirely of Cobras, with 
the race victory on Saturday falling 
to Rob Hall and Andrew Wolfe. 

A once-in-a-lifetime gathering of 
Silver Arrows saw a lively demon¬ 
stration each day of the Mercedes- 
Benz and Auto Union racers vigor¬ 
ously tackling the Goodwood circuit 
- made to race at up to 200mph, this 
could never be a serene cruise! 

The bodywork for one of the Auto 
Union cars had been recreated by 


specialists at the now retired Rod 
Jolley’s Lymington company, and 
racer Rod was on form as ever, tak¬ 
ing second place laurels in the 
Richmond & Gordon Trophy race 
with his 1958 Cooper-Climax. 

The first Settrington Cup pedal car

The Breaks Are Off 
Graeme Swann

IT’S difficult not to hold a soft spot 
for Graeme Swann. 

Since his Test debut three and a 
half years ago, ‘Swanny’, as he’s 
affectionately known, has become 
one of England’s key cricketers in 
all formats of the game. In addition 
to developing into the country’s 
most revered spin bowler for 
decades, his off breaks were pivotal 
in England’s winning two Ashes 
series and the Twenty20 World 
Cup. 

But what’s really endeared Swann 
to the cricket-watching public is the 
sense of fun he brings to the game, 
both on and off the pitch. 

Swann’s aggressive bowling and 
devil-may-care attitude with the bat 
make him eminently watchable at 
either end of the crease. Away from 
the field, his Ashes video diary 
became a big YouTube hit, with 
Swann starring in an irreverent 
behind-the-scenes guide to the 
England cricket team’s tour of 
Australia. 
Given this 
aperitif, the 
levels of 
expectancy 
for The 
Breaks Are 
Off, re¬ 
issued in 
paperback 
last month, 
are under¬ 
standably 
high. 

It doesn’t disappoint. As early as 
his acknowledgments, he provides 
a few chortles by referring to his 
England bowling teammate Jimmy 
Anderson as a ‘miserable mono- 
browed Burnley paceman’ and 
relaying the story of his publisher 
telling Swann that he looks like he’s 
‘chewing a Marmite flavoured 
wasp’ when he bowls. 

But as with most autobiographies, 
an author’s reflections on his career 
low points are often its most 
enthralling feature. Swann’s take on 
his unhappy experience in the 
England camp in 2001 and his exit 
from Northamptonshire in 2004 give 
the impression of a man who 
thought his time would never come. 

In fact, Swann is disarmingly hon¬ 
est throughout, either condemning 
his own bowling performances as 
‘dreadful’, or simply claiming that 
he wasn’t ready for international 
cricket when first called up to the 
England squad. 

Swann’s bluntness even spreads 
as far as some of the England 
cricketing fraternity and he provides 
a few interesting tales of alterca¬ 
tions with teammates from his first 
stint in the international set-up. 

He may not have endured the 
range of ups and downs that make 
some sporting memoirs such a 
gripping read, but Swann’s frank¬ 
ness and jovial outlook ensure The 
Breaks Are Off is never less than 
entertaining. Sometimes a story is 
worth telling simply because of who 
is telling it and one fancies that fol¬ 
lowing the current T20 World Cup, 
there might be a few more to add 
soon too.

Eleven teams competed 
for the first time last week¬ 
end in the newly-formed 
New Forest and District 
9V9 League, with games 
played on pitches at 
Brockenhurst College that 
are two-thirds the size of 
adult pitches, and with 
goals scaled down to suit 
the size of young players. 

The Football Association 
is keen to see the use of 9V9 

- played by teams of just 
nine players - spread 
throughout Britain in the 
next few years. But the 
New Forest teams are 
among the first in the coun¬ 
try to go for it. 

“The 9V9 system has been 
played in European coun¬ 
tries like Spain and The 
Netherlands for years and 
years,” says Jago Lawless, 
manager of Hythe & 
Dibden Wasps, one of the 
dozen teams that has bro¬ 
ken away to form the 9V9 
league. 

“Their success at interna¬ 
tional level, compared to 
England and the other UK 
national teams, is proof 
that it works dramatically 
well. 

“It’s reckoned that it 
allows the children to actu¬ 
ally touch the ball five 
times more than they 
would do if they played on 
full-size pitches. And what 
we saw on Sunday proved 
that beyond any doubt.” 

The British system has 
previously required young 
players to make an instant 
switch from standard 7 a- 
side size pitches and small 
goals to adult-size pitches, 
with full-size goals, the 
moment they reach age ten 

- and to go from playing in 
teams of seven-a-side to a 
full 11. 

“It is a huge jump for 
young players to have to 
make,” says Lawless, “and 
probably has done more 
than anything else to keep 
the British national teams 
from succeeding on the 
international stage. 


“Our very young players 
have always had to hoof 
the ball up a pitch that is 
massively too big for them, 
just hoping and praying 
that one of their team 
might get on the end of it, 
while goalkeepers who are 
just a fraction of the size 
have to defend goals that 
are designed for the likes of 
Petr Cech. 

“It’s demoralising. 

“The 9V9 players in all 
the teams playing on 
Sunday, however, were not 
at all remote from each 
other. 

“They had easy visual 
contact with the rest of 
their team and were able 
put moves together that 
involved several of them 
inter-changing passes. 

“They put into practice 
skills that they had devel¬ 
oped in midweek, but 
which would have been 
impossible to achieve on a 
much larger pitch, even 
with two more players.” 

Hythe Wasps came back 
from being 2-1 down 
against another New 
Forest team Soccer-For-All 
to win 5-2. 

“Soccer-For-All are a 
very good team and thor¬ 
oughly deserved their 
lead,” says Lawless. “But 
the fact that we were able 
to come back and win, 
with three entirely new 
players from last year on 
the pitch, showed how 
much easier it is, using 


9V9, to gel as a team.” 

One of the new recruits, 
central midfielder Joe 
Coleman, scored two of 
their goals, with a 25-yard 
free kick and a penalty, 
while last year’s regulars, 
brothers Keiran and Lewis 
Oakley and Harry 
Gallacher, ensured their 
victory. 

Hythe Wasps, whose next 
match is away to Sway, are 
second on goal difference 
in the New Forest 9V9 
league to another team 
from the same town, Hythe 
Strikers. 

“We only have a squad of 
ten,” says Lawless, “and, 
having had defender Joe 
Avery ruled out of the 
opening game with a wrist 
injury he picked up in 
training, we had to use the 
remaining nine players for 
the full 60 minutes of play. 

“In the first match of the 
season, they had to dig 
very deep in terms of com¬ 
mitment and energy. 

“We are,” he stressed, 
“very keen to get more 
good players, and would 
welcome any youngsters at 
our training sessions on 
Saturday, starting at 10am 
at Applemore School, 
Dibden Purlieu. 

“We would urge anyone 
who wants to discover how 
football is going to be 
played in the future to 
come and join us. 

“It’s great for skills. And 
great for fun.”

FORMER Ryder Cup player 
Steve Richardson believes 
home advantage will tell for 
the United States this year. 

The Americans will look to 
ambush the Europeans when they 
arrive at Medinah Country Club, 
in Illinois, later in the week, as 
they bid to steal the famous trophy 
back. 

Richardson, who played in the 
1991 ‘War on the Shore’ at Kiawah 
Island, reckons there will be no 
more than a point separating the 
teams come next Sunday night. 

But he thinks the vocal American 
support that will line the fairways 
will swing the contest in the host 
nation’s favour. 

“It will be close, just a point in it, 
as the teams are pretty well bal¬ 
anced, but I think they will just 
win it because of the home advan¬ 
tage,” said Lee-on-the-Solent’s 

Richardson, who won two points 
out of a possible four in 1991, as 
Europe were edged 14%-13% in a 
controversial encounter. 

“It makes a big difference 
having a partisan 

home crowd. I 
think they will 

be really 
whipped up for 
it. 

“Ryder Cup crowds 
/ are unlike normal 

' golf crowds. They can 

| ’ • ) ; be quite volatile. 

“It’s not nasty stuff, 
but they get very 
excited, and you can 
feel like you’re getting 
bombarded. 

“I found the energy of the crowd a 
bit overwhelming at times. I wasn’t 
used to how loud and animated 
they were.” 

According to Richardson, the 
crowds can make a particular dif¬ 
ference on the Sunday, when the 
singles matches are played and the 
visiting golfers don’t have a team¬ 
mate to turn to for support. 

“You play as a team, but then on 
the Sunday you’re out there on 
your own, and it does feel a frac¬ 
tion lonely,” he said. 

“But the teams have such a sup¬ 
port team around them now, with 
so many vice captains. 

“When I played, we had Bernard 
Gallagher, who was the top man, 
but we had just one vice captain. 

“These guys have people talking 
with them and seeing them every 
other hole, so the support group is 
great for them. 

“There will be a couple of lads out 
there who will feel a bit vulnerable 
at times if things aren’t going their 
way, so a couple of friendly words 
from a vice captain can spur people 
on.” 

While he fears the Americans 
will come out on top, Richardson 
takes heart from the presence of 
Jose Maria Olazabal as Europe’s 
captain. 

“I think he will be a great cap¬ 
tain,” he said. “He’s an inspira¬ 
tional guy, and everyone looks up 
to him. 

“He’s got a great record in the 
Ryder Cup, as well as at winning 
majors. 

“When I played in ’91, he was one 
of the young stars of our team. 

“From what I’ve heard, he gives

some great, inspirational speeches 
and all the guys look up to him big 
time. I think that’s of great impor¬ 
tance. 

“Even great players at times 
want a bit of comfort and leader¬ 
ship from someone out there.” 

As well as the home support, 
Richardson believes another deter¬ 
mining factor in this year’s event 
will be the results of each team’s 
star players - the likes of Tiger 
Woods, Phil Mickelson, Rory 
Mcllroy and Lee Westwood. 

If one side delivers a decisive 
blow to the other’s most inspira¬ 
tional figures then it could have a 
profound effect on the result, 
according to Richardson. 

“We have done pretty well with 
Tiger over the years,” he said. “His 
record is only about 50 per cent I 
think.
